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The name P. pusilla Wallich (1824) has long been used for this common 
Eastern Himalayan species, but unfortunately the same specific epithet had already 
been used by Goldie in 1822 and also by W. J. Hooker in 1823 for different 
plants. As Androsace primuloides D. Don (1825) is also a later homonym, the 
earliest legitimate epithet for this species is A. primulina Sprengel (1827). 
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
